LIBRABY TRUSTEES’ REPORT 


DOD 6020 


The Trustees of the Weeks Public Library respect- 
fully submit to the town their fifteenth annual report. 

At the present time there are 5232 volumes in the 
library, an increase of 178 since our last report. They 
comprise 3205 volumes of fiction, 2027 volumes of 
history, biography, etc. 

Books have been taken out 5365 times, an average 
of 51 books each library day. The largest number of 
books taken out on-any one day was gg; the smallest 23. 
Of the books taken out, 4995 have been fiction and 370 
literature, history, etc. 

The library has received during the year, 178 vol- 
umes; I61 by purchase, 4 by gift and 13 from the State 
of New Hampshire.

The past year has been marked by no particular 
features. The library has been open during the usual 
hours and the routine work has been carried on by the 
librarian and trustees with satisfactory results. 


The general circulation of books during the year 
has been larger than in preceding years, and it is a 
source of pleasure to learn that the percentage of fiction 
to the total circulation is somewhat smaller than in pre- 
vious years. 

The general condition of books in the library is 
better than it has been for some time past, as those 
which were badly worn have been either replaced or 
rebound. 

It is not possible for us to have all the new fiction, 
and we mean to buy only that sinall proportion which 
has some reai worth. We are frequently prevented 
from purchasing other books of undoubted value 
because of their prohibitive prices at the time of publi- 
cation. By.delaying for a little these can often be ob- 
tained at one third or one half their original prices. 
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Some of the most important bcoks added by pur-_ 
chase are as follows, viz: Random reminiscences, Rocke- 
feller; Hypnotism, Warman; Critique of pure reason, 
Kant; Life of Harriet Beecher Stowe, Stowe; Passion 
play at Ober-Aminergau, Lady Burton; Philusophy of 
history, Hegel; American railroad builder, Pearson; 
England and the English, Collier: How to live on 24 
hours a day, Bennett; Story of King Arthur and his 
knights, Pyle: Letters of Sarah Orne Jewett, Fields: 
Life of Bret Hart, Merwin: Life of Tolstoi, Birukoff: 
Our National parks, Muir. Recollections grave and gay, 
Harrison Boy scouts of America, Official handbook.

REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
DOS 802 02] 


To the School Board of Greenland: 


The brief interval between two successive annual 
reports does not usually disclose any radical or revolu- 
tionary changes. If such were the case, a report ofthis 
kind would be unnecessary, Gradual and steady devel- 
opment of routine school work along carefully planned 
and conservative lines makes for greatest efficiency. 
The aim of the past year has been of this nature. The 
common school branches, unquestionably of utmost im- 
portance in the demands of present day society, have1e- 
ceived un‘livided attention, and efforts made to bring 
classroom work to a standard accepted as good, judging 
by knowledge and inspection of school systems and 
ideas used in places recognized as superior i: cducation- 
al matters. J hope the day is not far distant when 
Greenland may consider special work in drawing, man- 
ual training and domestic science. 

The most notable item of importance during the 
year was the renovation of the town hall and securing 
for the Gramuiar school additional room facilities. 
Whereas my reimarks in the town report of a year ago, 
in respect to accominodations for the Greenland schools, 
would express my mind at present, especially in regard 
10 the primary scliool, the accommodations just now are 
tolerably comfortable. The addition of the recitation 
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room makes possible for recitation periods nearly double 
the time heretofore available, and this is none too much 
in the face of the demands made on class work and 
what citizens expect. We now (Feb. 1912)have grades, 
with pupils distributed and attending as follows: 
Primary; Grade I, 9; Grade II, 13; Grade IT, 6. 
Intermediate; Grade IV, 11; Grade V, Io. 
Grammar; Grade VI, 8; Grade VII, y: Grade VIII, 2. 


The matter of painting and minor repairs on the 
rooms was nothing but what should be done every year 
or two to keep rooms fresh and clean. 


I believe the year has been one of progress in per- 
fecting plans and system in the conduct of the schools. 
Progress of classroom affairs is under the guidance of 
interested aud efficient teachers, After four years of 
commendable servi'e at the Primary school, Miss Has- 
kell resigned, to be married. Miss Whittier, a gradu- 
ate of Portsmouth Training school, and Miss Furber, 
with special work for three summers at Plymouth Nor- 
mal school, have succeeded to the Primary and Gram- 
mar schools respectively, and Miss Bilbruck from Ports- 
mouth Training school has charge of the intermediate 
grades at the Grammar school At the beginning of 
the year, a revised plan of work fur all grades and 
classes, to be used in connection with the State Pro- 
gram, was putintouse. Quarterly reports, with system 
of summaries from these to be kept on file for perpetual 
reference, was started, but in such a form that may be 
readily changed for reports for any other length of 
time if desired. Besides these, special notices have 
been prepared to be sent to parents in case their special 
attention had best be directed to any phase of the 
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‘children’s school work. These notices are for scholar- 
ship, for attendance and for physical inspection. This 
last is rather superficial at present. Teachers make a 
casual observation of pupils, noting any apparent or 
Suspicious physical defects, I have made more care- 
ful examination of those so reported and sent notices 
to parents recommending treatment-or advising con- 
sultation with physician. The most of these have 
been reported back to me by parents as asked for on 
the notices, and indicate that attention is to be given 
the troubles before it is too late. A regular system of 
medical inspection, or medical reference, would be ad. 
visable for the Board to adopt. It could be easily ar- 
ranged at nominal cost and legal provision was made 
at the last session of the General Court. 


Several minor changes in text books have been 
made. Many old and filthy books have been collected 
and sold. The latest edition of Montgomery’s History 
has been supplied for grades VIL and VIII. ‘The books 
“Ruth of Boston” and ‘‘Peter of New Amsterdam’’ 
have been provided for grade V, and grade VI has 
double the amount of history by a book of European 
hero stories. Language material has been increased by 
providing a book for grade III. A set of Child Life 
readers for grades I to IV has been added to the list of 
readers and a start has been made to provide special 
reference books. for use of teachers, in arithmetic, lan- 
guage and nature study, six books now being on hand 
for this purpose. Sets of weights and measures and 
some mensuration blocks have been secured. The us- 
ual appropriation jwill surely be needed to continue 
this work and replace woru material. 


ee 


Table II shows the ages, the movement and retard- 
ation, of pupils in the grades. The per cent. of pro- 
motions was slightly below the state average. Pupils 
are promoted, or retained in a grade, on evidence fur- 
nished by their daily work, test papers and attendance, 
and on the estimate of their ability to pursue the work 
ofa certain grade. This is worked out in each individ- 
ual case from data collected during the year and efforts 
made to place pupils as far as possible for their best 
interests. 

Parents’ day was held in the winter term with very 
good attendance. An exhibition for purpose of raising 
money for pictures for each school was held and 
enough funds raised to purchase four good pictures 
for each room. The Grammar school exhibition was 
held in the town hall, and a capacity house greeted 
the school in their presentation of an operetta, with 
drills and recitatious. Much time and labor was nec- 
essary for such a successful affair but my opinion is 
that the time was not wasted as the pupils were en- 
gaged in wholesome, interesting work, refined — not 
trashy — music, and it made the school the center of 
desirable interest, which is too often most woefully, 
lacking in our public schools. Another operetta is 
now being studied, largely inthe regular music course, 
for presentation the last of the term. Less time on 
part of pupils will be devoted to the exhibition this 
year, but I plan to have a more or less extensive ex. 
hibit of schoolroom work at the same time. 

Work in music has progressed very favorably un- 
der the direction of Miss Hoyt, and I have only words 
of commendation of the policy of the town in providing 
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such a course.. An original plan in connection with 
the system in use, in teaching music, especially in the 
lower grades, is being worked out this year and Miss 
Hoyt estimates that the beginners particularly will be 
at least a term ahead this year in tone production, read- 
ing and amount of ground covered while the interest is 
kept at a most desirable point. 

A glance at table III shows the attendance last 
year was especially good, it being the highest in six 
years, which is as far back as my available records go. 
This was due to persistent efforts on part of the teach- 
ers, interest on part of pupils to have their school 
stand well in comparison with all schools in the dis- 
trict, as shown by returns sent to the school each 
month, with schools listed according to excellence in 
attendance for the month; and also to a rather mild 
winter. Regular and punctual attendance at school is 
indispensable for efficient school work and the credit- 
able standing of a town in educational matters. Par- 
ents can do much to help the campaign for good at- 
tenance. 

I have no recommendations except such as may be 
readily handled by the Board. I call attention to the 
statistical tables which contain a summary of thedata 
reported to the State Department last July. 

To School Board, teachers and citizens I express 
my appreciation for co-operation and support rendered.
